MEMORANDUM.

Defendant pleaded guilty, pursuant to a plea agreement, to armed robbery, MCL 750.529;
MSA 28.797, and possession of a firearm during the commission of a fdony, MCL 750.227b; MSA
28.424(2). Inreturn, charges of breaking and entering, possesson of stolen property, unlawfully driving
away in an automobile, larceny in a building, uttering and publishing and larceny over $100 were
dismissed. For his respective convictions, defendant was sentenced to sx to twenty-five years
imprisonment and two years consecutive imprisonment. He appeds as of right.* We affirm.

Defendant’ s sentence for his armed robbery conviction, which was within the guiddines range of
three to eight years, is proportionate to the seriousness of the circumstances surrounding the offense and
the offender. People v Milbourn, 435 Mich 630, 636; 461 NW2d 1 (1990).

Affirmed.
